Inauguration Day 
has along history

Today George Bush will be sworn in as the 41st Presi- 


dent of the United States of America. 


President Bush’s inauguration ceremonies, which will 
continue into Saturday, are expected to cost approximately 
$25 million and he is still trying to shorten his acceptance 


speech. 


Less than 200 years ago, on April 30, 1789 George Wash- 
ington was inaugurated as the first president of the United 


States of America. 


His inaugural festivities were not planned and his speech 
was only 135 words long, but many of the traditions we 
have today hail from that morning in New York City. 

Crowds of people lined the streets and all work stopped. 
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But in Jan. 1937, as Franklin D. Roosevelt was being 
sworn in for his second term, he did something different. 

The United States was recovering from the Great 
Depression and the election campaign had been wracked 
with mudslinging. Instead of the two-word response, 
Roosevelt repeated all of the oath and added Washing- 
ton’s “So help me God” at the end. 

Thomas J. Fleming, in an article in the January 1969 
Reader’s Digest, said, “An American President had 


Washington was greeted with cannon fire, not unlike the 
a ae salute of today, and cheers of acceptance from the 
people. 

At the end of the day there was a fireworks display, 
which was paid for by private citizens and not out of the 
country’s coffers. About 80 percent of the cost of 1989’s 
inaugural ceremonies was covered by private donations. 

Washington’s inaugural ball was not held until May 7, 
but the tradition has continued with lavish dress and enter- 
tainment. : ae 

The Oath of Office has remained unchanged to this day 
except, in the first inaugural ceremony, George Washing- 
ton spontaneously added, “So help me God.” 

The oath reads: ee 
“T, (name of President-to-be) do solemnly swear that Lowill 


on our minds.”

made clear his commitment to the awesome task of lead- 
ing a free people.” 

Perhaps the saddest inaugural ceremony on record 
was on March 4, 1841, for William Henry Harrison. This 
was the first time an official Inaugural Committee was 
organized to help arrange the events. 

Harrison, an indian-fighting general, gave the longest 
inaugural speech on record: 8,441 words long. Then, 
tired from the speech, he insisted on dancing at.an un- 
precedented three inaugural balls. 

Harrison went to bed early in the morning, exhausted. 
He immediately came down with pneumonia and one - 
month after he was sworn in as President of the United 
States, hedied. _

Carlson also said attorneys from 
the county expressed the opinion that

He 
said there have been instances where 
jails were forced to construct special

rooms for inmates who smoked to pro- 
tect the rights of those who did not. 

This is exactly what happened at 
the Salt Lake County jail. Lieutenant 
Dan Ipson, jail executive, said two 
years ago an inmate filed a civil rights 
suit against the jail because he was 
forced to be in a cell where other in- 
mates smoked. As a result of the suit, 
the jail was ordered to construct sepa- 
rate cells for smokers and non-smok- 
ers. 

Bateman also said the hazards of 
fire that go along with smoking had 
some influence on his decision. Prior 
to the policy, inmates were building 
fires during the night with toilet pa- 
per so they could warm water for cof- 
fee. When a guard would come along 


_ they would try to flush the evidence 


down the toilet, often causing prob- 
lems with the plumbing. 

By eliminating smoking, Bateman 
was able to eliminate matches and 
cigarette lighters and the hazards 
they present. 

“T have not regretted for one mo- 
ment the decision to go non-smok- 
ing,” said Bateman. “The negative re-

sponse I anticipated never happened. 
Most of the feedback I’ve received has 
been positive.” Carlson said a “letter 
to the editor” by a former inmate was 
the only instance he could remember 
where the policy was criticized. 

He said occasionally an inmate will 
request to be transferred to another 
facility that allows smoking. 

According to Bateman, there have 
been occasions when inmates on 
work-duty tried to ~ smuggle 
cigarettes back into the jail. 

When the policy was first imple- 
mented, he said the jail provided 
counseling and alternatives for those 
inmates who struggled with the pol- 
icy. “Most of the inmates who smoke 
realize the hazards of smoking and for 
the most part would like to quit,” said 
Carlson. “They look at their time here 
as a good place to start.” 

Bateman said because of the no 
smoking policy, the jail is now a 
healthier and safer place for both the 
inmates and the employees.

VIENNA, Austria — The 50,000 
Soviet troops being pulled out of 
Eastern Europe will take the nuclear 
missiles and other arms under their 
control with them, the Soviet foreign 
minister said Thursday. 

A NATO spokesman welcomed the 
announcement by Foreign Minister 
Eduard Shevardnadze as encourag- 
ing. U.S. arms negotiator Stephen 
Ledogar said the speech was “very 
upbeat, very positive,” but warned 
against reading more into the state- 
ment than the Kremlin intended. 

Shevardnadze’s speech came on the 
final day of a gathering that produced 
a 35-nation human rights accord. She- 
vardnadze said the agreement was 
the product of a changing relationship 
between East and West. — 

“The Vienna meeting has shaken 
up the Iron Curtain,. weakened its 
rusty supports, made new breaches in 
it and hastened its corrosion,” he said, 
referring to the East-West division as 
Winston Churchill described it 40 
years ago. 

“Truth must be visible,” Shevard- 


nadze said in promising that the. 


Kremlin would publish before the end 


of the month a timetable for troop 
removal. 

Soviet President Mikhail S. Gor- 
bachev, in a unilateral move, an- 
nounced in December that Soviet 
forces would be cut by 500,000 sol- 
diers, including 50,000 stationed in 
Eastern Europe. 

Shevardnadze said the troops de- 
parting Eastern Europe will take 
with them “all their organic arma- 
ments, including tactical nuclear sys- 
tems.” : 

He also said the Soviet Union has 
stopped modernizing its short-range 
nuclear weapons and called on the 
United States to follow suit. 

Those arms are tactical missiles 
with a range of less than 312 miles. 
The Soviet Union and the United 
States signed an accord more than a 


year ago to eliminate all intermedi- 


ate-range nuclear forces and are ne- 
gotiating for deep cuts in strategic 
arms. 

Ledogar, the U.S. ambassador to 
arms talks that are to start in March, 
said modernization is an option the 
United States would like to keep until 
NATO and the Soviet-led Warsaw 
Pact have an equal number of troops, 
tanks and other non-nuclear forces.

Pollution from vehicles in Utah 


County has decreased for the second 


year in a row according to a report 
released Wednesday by the: City- 
County Health Department of Utah 
County. 

“Although there are still measures 
to be put into effect, the levels of pol- 
lution from automobiles has de- 
creased in the last few years,” said 


Ralph Clegg, Supervisor of Vehicle - 


Emissions Program in Utah County. 

The Environmental Protection 
Agency monitors pollution levels in 
major urban areas across the country 
and sets air quality standards as 
guidelines for the Federal Clean Air 
Act. Utah County Health Depart- 
ment officials said the National Car- 
bon Monoxide Standard was ex- 
ceeded four times last year. “We were 
excited because that’s the first year 
we’ve ever been in single digits,” 
Clegg said. 

The EPA considers carbon monox- 
ide levels to be dangerous when they 
exceed the level of nine parts per mil- 
lion in the atmosphere. “Utah County 
was about 14 parts per million last 
year, so they didn’t quite qualify,” 
said Jeff Howk, an official at EPA’s 
Denver office. Clegg said that there 
are additional sources of carbon 
monoxide pollution that come from 
Geneva Steel and other industries in 
the valley, but vehicles are the main 
producers of carbon monoxide pollu- 
tants. 

State law requires all vehicles 
newer than 1968 to be tested for pollu- 
tion emission each year before regis- 
tering the vehicle. Health -Depart- 
ment officials have noted cleaner 
readings in the last two years of both 
air quality and the level of pollutants

Students learn sound storage 
and music sequencing, and how to 
convert their “computer music” to 
sheet music. 

“Not very many people know about 
this program, or that anyone can sign 
up for it,” Babbitt said.

have some keyboard experience and 
an interest in writing music, accord- 
ing to Harris. 

“There are five electronic work sta- 
tions for students,” said Mike Bab- 
bitt, a junior majoring in music com- 
position. Anyone can sign up for 
Music 359R, Section 25, and receive 
one-on-one instruction on the synthe- 
sizer and the computers, he said. 

Three midi (musical instrument 
digital interface) computers are avail- 
able to students, according to Bab- 
bitt, who is also a lab assistant for the 
class. “The midi lets you hook up 
instruments to the computer, and the 
computer can manipulate the sound,” 
he said. 

After students have recorded their 
songs in the computer, they can mix 
and produce the songs at Studio Y, 
BYU’s recording studio, said Harris. 
Instead of hiring musicians to pro- 
duce other sounds, a professional 
recording can be made in the studio, 
he said. 

“The class is designed primarily for 
people with keyboard experience,” 
said Harris. 

If the student has some experience 
already, more time can be devoted to 
learning how to use the computers 
and the studio, he said.

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Orem government may alter 


Supreme Court ruling clarifies separation of power in cities

Orem city government could 
change because of a recent Utah 
Supreme Court ruling, said the Orem 
city mayor. 

Orem Mayor Blaine Willes said the 
present form of city government, 
which consists of a city council and a 
city manager, may need to be 
changed to keep legislative and ad- 
ministrative functions of government 
separate. 

“There should be a very clear line 
between the two,” he said. 

Orem City Attorney Paul Johnson 
said that the May 1988 Utah Supreme 
Court ruling on the Scherbel case 
clarified the question of separation of 
power within a city’s form of govern- 
ment. 

“All the court case did was to clarify 
how the separation of powers should 
work within a mayor and city council 
form of government,” Johnson said. 
“The Utah Supreme Court also men- 
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tioned this applied to other forms of 
city government.” 

The Scherbel case tested whether 
an elected city council, which acts as 
the legislative branch of city govern- 
ment, could also act as a city’s zoning 
commission, and an administrative 
branch of city government. 

In the Scherbel case the Utah 
Supreme Court upheld the city coun- 
cil’s zoning decision, but found the 
city council could not act in both a 
legislative and administrative capac- 
ity. 

However, the city government 
would not need to be changed if ad- 
ministrative duties were given to 
Orem’s city manager, said Johnson. 

Orem’s city council is studying 
three options for complying with the 
Utah Supreme Court ruling, said 
Willes. 

One option would be to create a 
charter form of government where 
the city would basically design a new 
system of government, Willes said. 

The second option would be to com- 


Ethics code contrary 
to First Amendment

An enforceable ‘code of ethics for 
journalists is in itself a violation of the 
First Amendment, Earnest Ford, 
news director of KSL-TV, — said 
Thursday in a panel discussion on 
ethics. 

Ford said the most troubling prob- 
lem in the work force is ethics, but an 
ethics code enforceable by the gov- 
ernment would be a form of licensing 
the press. He said public opinion of 
the press may be affected by the lack 
of control of journalists, because 
without an ethics code some journal- 
ists will be irresponsible. 

Another panelist, Jay Black, said 
journalists must behave as “au- 
tonomous moral agents’ because 
there is no government or public con- 
trol over journalistic codes of ethics. 
Unlike lawyers, who can disbar oth- 
ers in the profession, journalists can- 
not “depress” or “excommunicate” 
other journalists who do not act ethi- 
cally. Journalists must constantly re- 
view their own standards of perfor- 
mance, he said. Black is the chairman 


Economists warn 
that inflation 
could rise in 1989

WASHINGTON — The rate of in- 
crease in consumer prices held steady 
in 1988 at 4.4 percent, the govern- 
ment said Thursday, but many 
economists are warning that inflation 
could accelerate moderately this 
year. 

Although the rise in the Labor De- 
partment’s Consumer Price Index 
‘last year was identical to the 1987 
gain, the reasons were very different. 

The summer drought pushed food 
prices up by 5.2 percent in 1988, com- 
pared with 3.5 percent a year earlier. 
Last year’s gain was the steepest 
since 1980. Consumers got a break on 
energy costs, which rose a scant 0.5 
percent, compared with 8.2 percent in 
1987. 

The inflation rate excluding the 
volatile food and energy categories — 
a compilation many economists say is 
a better gauge of underlying inflation- 
ary pressure than the larger index — 
did accelarate, from 4.2 percent in 
1987 to'4.7:percent last year. 

“The core inflation is ticking up,” 
said Samuel] D. Kahan, an economist 
with Kleinwort Benson Government 
Securities Inc. in Chicago. “I would 


not treat last year’s number as some- , 


thing very calming.” 

Nevertheless, 1988 ended on a 
moderate note, with 0.3 percent in- 
creases in both November and De- 
cember. 

Last month’s advance left the price 
index at 120.5 percent of its 1982-84 
base, meaning that a hypothetical se- 
lection of goods costing $100 in 1982- 
84 would have cost $120.50 in Decem- 
ber.

ply with the ruling and give adminis- 
trative responsibilities to Orem’s city 
manager, thus separating the two 
branches of city government. 

Willes said the problem arises, be- 
cause the city manager is appointed 
by the city council and can be released 
by the council at any time. 

Willes said West Valley and Orem 
have similar forms of city govern- 
ment. West Valley has already 
adopted the second option in order to 
comply with the Utah Supreme Court 
ruling. 

The third option is to “go on with 
the present form of government” and 
argue that the law doesn’t apply to 
Orem, Willes said. 

However, the third option could 
only be settled by someone filing an- 
other suit involving the type of city 
government Orem currently has. 

Willes said, “This course of action 
would take years to complete and to 
come to a final decision.” 

“We will begin to comply with the 
law,” Willes said. 

“The question before the city coun- 
cil is to decide how we will comply,” 
he said.
